@QOraſmuch as the King's Majeſty , conſi- 
FA dering the prejudices which did enſue 
ENS. £0 the Church and Proteſtant Religion, 
A to the Prerogative of-the Crown, to 

al the Authoricy of Parliament , to che 
Liberties of the Subject , and to the 
| publick Laws and Peace of the King- 
| dom, by the invaſions made upon Epiſ(- 
ne Sa copal Government during the late crou- 
A —— | bles; And finding that Government, 

to be the Church-government , moſt agreeable to the Word of 
GOD, moſt conyenienr and effectual for preſervation of Truth, 
Order and Unity , and moſt 7 re to Monarchy and to the 
- Peace 
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Peace and Quiet of the State; Hath therefore, with advice and 
conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament , by {everal Acts paſt in the 
ſecond Seſſion of this Parliament, reſtored the Church to it's an- 
cient and right Government by Archbiſhops andBiſhops, and hath 
redintigrated the eſtate of Biſhops to the exerciſe ot their Epiſco- 
pal Funion, and to all the Priviledges, Dignities, JuriſdiAions 
and Poſſeſſfions due and formerly belonging thereunto, And in fur- 
ther order to the ſettlement of the Church, and bringing the Mini. 
ſters ro a due acknowledgment of , and complyance with , the 
Government thereof thus eſtabliſhed by Law, His Majeſty, with 
_ advice foreſaid, hath alſo Statute and Ordained , Thar all theſe 
Miniſters ; who centered to the Cure of any Paroch without 
Righr or Preſentations from the lawfull Patrons , in and fince the 
year, onethouſand ſix hundred and tourty nine , and ſhould not 
*berwixt and the twentieth of September laſt, obtain Preſentations 
from their ſeveral Patrons, and Collation trom the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs where they lived, ſhould have no right to the uplifting 
the Rents of any Benefice or Stipend for. the year, one thouſand 
fix hundred and fixty two, but that their Places, Benefices and 
Kirks ſhould be ;pſojure, vacand : And that what ever Miniſters 
ſhould, without a lawtull excuſe to be admitted by their Ordi- 
tiary, abſent themſelves from the dioceſian Aﬀembly , or who 
ſhould nor concur in all the Ads of the Church-diſcipline, as 
they ſhould be thereunto required by che Archbiſhop or Biſhop 
of the Dioceſs, ſhould be forthe firſt fault ſuſpended from their 
Officeand Benefice till the next dioceſian Meeting ; and if they 
arnend not, ſhould be deprived, and the Church and Benefice to 
be provided as in other caſes of vacancies, And the King's 
Majeſty , having reſolved to conſerve and maintain the Church in 
the preſent State and Government thereof by Archbiſhops and 
Biſhops, and others bearing office therein, and not to endure nor 
give way or connivance to any variation therein in theleaſt, Doth 
therefore , with advice and conſent of His Eſtates conveened in 
this third Seſſion of His Parliament , Ratifie and Approve the 
aforementioned Acts, and all other Acts and Laws made in the 
two former Seffions of Parliament, 'in order to the ſettling of 
Epiſcopal Dignity, JuriſdiRtion and Authority within this King- 
dom ; and Ordains them to ſtand in full force as publick Lays 
of the Kingdom, and tobe put to further execution inall points, 
conform to the tenor thereof, And in purſuance of His a1a- 
jeſties Royal reſolution herein, His Majeſty, with advice afore- 
faid, doth recommend to the Lords of His HMajeſties Privy 
Council, to take ſpeedy and. effe&ual courſe, that theſe Aqs 
receive ready and due obedience from all His Majeft;es Sub- 
jets; And for that end, that they cail before them all ſach 
Miniſters, who , having entered in or ſince the year, one thou- 
ſand fix hundred and fourty nine , and haye not as yet obtained 
Soc | Preſentations 
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Preſentations and Collations, as aforeſaid, yet dared to. preach 
in contempt of the Law, and to puniſh them 2s ſeditious per- 
ſons and contemners of rhe Royal. Authority, As alſo , that 
they be carefull, that ſuch Miniſters, who keep nor the dio- 
ceſitan Meetings, and concur not with the Biſhops in the Ads of 
Church-diſcipline,being for the ſame ſuſpended or deprived, as ſaid 
is, be accordingly, after deprivation, removed from their Bene- 
fices, Glebs and Manſes ; and if any of them ſhall notwithſtand- 
ing offer to retain the poſſeſhon of their Benefices or Manſes, 
that they rake preſent courſe to {ee them diſpoſſeſt; and if they 
ſhall thereafter preſume to exerciſe their Miniſtry, that they be 
puniſhed as ſeditious perſons, and ſuch as contemn che Authority

Andas His Majeſty doth expe&, from all His good and durifu!l 
Subjects, a due acknowledgment of, and hearty complyance with, 
His Majeſties Government, Eccleſtaſticall and Civil, as it is now 
eſtabliſhed by Law within this Kingdom, and that in order there- 
unto they will give their cheartul concurrence, countenance and 
affiſtance to ſuch Miniſters, as by publick Authority are or ſhall 
be admitted in their ſeveral Paroches, and attend all the ordiniry 
Meetings for divine Worſhip in the ſame ; So His' Majeſty doth 
Declare, That He will, and doth, account a with-drawing from, 
and not keeping and joyning in, theſe Meetings, to be (editious, 
and of dangerous example and conſequence, And therefore, and 
for preventing the ſame for the future , His Majeſty , with 
advice and conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament , doth hereby 
Statute, Ordain and Declare, That all and every ſuch perſon 
or perſons, who {hall hereatter ordinarily and willfully wich- 
draw and abſent themſelves from the ordinary Meetings of

Council ſhall think fit, not exceeding a fourth part thereof - 
and every Burgeſs to loſe theliberty of Merchandizing, Trad- 
ing, and all other Priviledges within Burgh, and fourth part 
of their moveables, And His Majeſty , with advice foreſaid, 
doth hereby authorize and require the Lords of His Majeſties 
Privy Council, to be caretull to fee this At put to due exe- 
cution z and for that end, to call before them all ſuch per- 
ſons as after admonition of the Miniſter , in preſence of two

= Oraſmuch, as by an Ad, paſt in the ſe- 
} cond Seffion of this Parliament, on the 
| fifth of September laſt, concerning the 
Declaration to be taken by all perſons 
| in publick Truſt, Ir is remitted to His 
Majeſties Commiſſioner to take ſuch 
F courſe as he ſhould think fit , how 
= { theſe, who are preſently in Office, may 
mf ſubſcribe the Declaration ; And the 
OO | _ King's Majeſty being reſolved, that all 
in publick Truſt, ſhould, without further delay, fign the ſame; 
But conſidering, that in this vacand time, many of the Courts of 
Tuſtice do not fit, ſo as ſome longer time muſt be allowed unto 
them, Therefore, the King's Majeſty, with advice and conſent 
of His Eſtates in Parliament, Statutes and Ordains all perſons, 
who enjoy or poſſeſs any publick Truſt or Office within this King» 
dom, as, Officers of State, Members of Parliament, Privy Conn- 
cellors, Lords of the Sefſion , Commiſſioners in Exchequer , all 
Members of the Colledge of Juſtice , Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailies 
of Regalities, Commiſſaries, Juſtices of Peace and their reſpedtive 
Depures and Clerks, and all who enjoy any other publick Charge, 
Office or Truſt within the Kingdom, to ſubſcribe the Declara- 
tion hereunto ſubjoyned, in preſence of the ſeveral Courts they 
relate to, betwixt and the eleventh of Nowember next to come, 
or ſooner, as they ſhall have occaſion or be required thereto by 
His Majeſties Council; Diſcharging hereby all ſuch of them, 
who ſhall not ſign the ſame, as ſaid is, to exerce any publick Truſt 
or Office within the Kingdom, after che ſaid eleventh of Nowem- 
ber, And that a ſpeedy account may be returned hereof, It is 
hereby Ordained, that the Sheriffs in the ſeveral Shires be care-

2) external Government of the Church, and the 
#£*& nomination of the perſons, by whoſe advice 
3 Matters relating to the ſame are to be ſetled, 

* doth belong to His Majeſty, as an inherent 
TAR right of the Crown, by vertue of His Prero- 
oative-royal, and ſupream Authority in cauſes Eccleſiaſtical : And 
in proſecution of this Truſt, His Majeſty, conſidering how fic 
and neceſſary it is, for the honour and ſervice of Almighty God, 
the good and quiet of the Church, and the better Government 
thereof in unity and order, that there be a National Synod and 
Aſſembly duly conſticute within this Kingdom, Hath therefore 
Appointed and Declared, and by theſe preſents Appoints and 
Declares , that there ſhall be a National Synod of the Church of 
Scotland : And that this Synod, for the lawtul Members chereof 
ſhall conſiſt and be conſtitute of the Archb.:ſhops of St, Andrews 
and Glaſeow , and the remanence Biſhops of theſe two Provinces, 
of all Deans of Cathedral Churches, Arch-deacons, of all the 
Moderators of Meetings for exerciſe, allowed by the Biſhops of 
the reſpedive Dioceſles, and of one Presbyter or Miniſter of each 
Meeting, to be choſen and elected by the Moderator and plurality 
of Presbyters of the ſame; and of oneor two from the Univer-

SR Ur Soveraign Lord being informed, that upon 
es the high Streets of ſeveral of His Majeſties 
Burghs-royal, and in the vennels and other paſ- 
ſages within the ſame, there be many houſes 
8 in the publick view of all people reſorting 
IRSSBLSR thereto, very ruinous and not inhabited thele 
divers years by-gone, nor likely to be repaired by any, to the 
oreat opprobry of the ſaid Burghs, and common ſcandal of the 
Kingdom, as being altogether defeive of that policy and good 
order which is, and ever hath been, ſo earneſtly intended in 
the many wholſom and laudable Laws already made, by His 
Majeſty and His Royal Progenitors of moſt worthy memory. 
And finding the Burroughs very defirous to have theſe many dan- 
oers and inconyeniences prevented and remeeded, which the 
inhabitants of theſe Burghs, and the reſt of the Lieges fre- 
quenting the ſame, do continually fear from ſuch ruinous build- 
ings; Doth therefore , with advice of His Eſtates of Parlia- 
ment, Ordain the Provoſt and Bailies of the Burgh where ſuch 
ruinous houſes are, to cauſe warn and charge all perſons, thar 
| have 
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have or pretends right to the property of ſuch Lands and Build- 
ings, or any Annual-rents forth thereof, to cauſe build and 
repair in a decent way , within year and day, ſuch Houſes and 
Buildings as have been waſt and not inhabired three years be- 
fore the date of this preſent a&, or ſhall be waſt and not in- 
habited thereafter by the foreſaid ſpace of three years, or elſe 
to ſell the ſame to others, to be builded within the ſame 
ſpace of year and day : And to charge all! known perſons , pers 
{onally or at their dwelling places, and by open Proclama- 
tion at the Paroch-kirk or Mercat-croſs of the Burgh; and all | 
others by open Proclamation ar the ſaid Mercat-croſs and Pa- 
roch-kirk, And in caſe of their abſence out of this Realm, 
at the Croſs of Edinburgh , and Peer and Shoar of Lzeth , upon 
threeſcore dayes ; with certification to them if they failzie, 
the ſaid Provoſt and Bailies ſhall cauſe the ſaid Lands and Tene- 
ment to be valued by certain perſons, to be choſen and ſworn 
by them for that effe&t, and ſell the ſame to any perſon that 
will buy them , and pay the price of the ſame to thele owners, 
if they be known, and if they be not known, to conſign the 
prices thereof in the hands of the Provoſt , one of the Bat- 
lies, or Dean of Gild of the ſaid Burgh, to be forth-coming 
to theſe who have intereſt thereto: And if no man will buy 
them, it ſhall be lawfull to the ſaid Provoſt and Bailies , after 
appriling thereof , as ſaid is, and payment or conſignation of the

miſſioners, that they, after hearing of parties and conſideration of 
particulars,may take ſuch courſe, for altering, annulling or allowing
